4. The enclosed Abstract reports the results o £ 
our work in applying the subject invention, namely, a method 
of treating hosts infected with a ret r ov irus, e.g.', HIV, 
using 3 1 -deoxy thyroid i ne-2 ' -ene (3 1 - deoxy - 2',3'-didehydro- 

t hym id in). 

5. The enclosed Abstract reports that the anti- 
HIV potency of 2 1 , 3 ' -dide ox y - 2 1 , 3 ' -didehydrothymidine ( = 3 ' - 
deoxythymidine-2 ' - ene=3 ' -deoxy - 2 ' , 3 ' -dehydrothyinidin) 

( " D 1 T " ) was found to be siyriif icantly less toxic than AZT 
(azidothymidine) , i.e. , the concentration required for 5 0 'l 
inhibition of granulocyte monocyte colony-forming units wa-j 
100 times less ■ for. D4T as compared to AZT. 

6. To date, out of all the a nti- retroviral tested 
under my supervision , the compound recited in applicants' 

claims was one of the most impressive compound evaluated in that it 
was 100-fold less toxic than the presently used AZT. 

7. In my expert opinion, applicants hiive ach i e ved 
an extraordinary, unexpected and unusual advance in the art 
of retroviral treatment.
